fit. Petersburg, Juno 27.—Those are 
gloomy days for the government of 
Russia. 
Every new dispatch accentu­ 
ates the seriousness of the situation 
in Poland and the Caucasus, where a 
state of almost open war exists and 
reports of strikes, demonstrations and 
agrarian disorders are pouring in from 
many parts of Russia proper, as if tho 
volleys fired at Lodz 
had been tho 
signal for an outbreak of general dis­ 
orders like those following the events 
of Jan. 22, “Red Sunday.” 
Up to the 
present St. 
Petersburg 
and Moscow have not been affected, 
but lf mobilization is to lie attempted 
in the two capitals, as reported, a re­ 
crudescence of former tumults is apt. 
to be precipitated. 
Another danger 
spot is Gorda, Russian Transcaususia, 
the warlike inhabitants of which are 
deeply incensed over 
the affront of­ 
fered to their clergy, seventy of whom, 
while attempting to discuss the ques­ 
tion 
of church and 
state, were 
at­ 
tacked by Cossacks, who dispersed 
them with 
knouts. 
Tile 
priests, in 
their protest against this action, prac­ 
tically laid their country under an in­ 
terdict like that passed in the Middle 
Ages by 
refusing to 
solemnize bap­ 
tisms, marriages and 
other rites of 
the church until redress is given by 
the whole orthodox church of which 
the Georgian church is part. There is 
much discussion of the incident and 
tho beating of the priests has caused 
wide indignation. 
The situation offers a crucial test of 
tho ability of General Trepoff, and the 
new police minister 
is virtually on 
trial before the emperor and Russia, 
to justify his selection for so responsi­ 
ble a post. 


Trouble Unexpected. 
Tho trouble is all the more sudden 
and the more unexpected, coming on 
the' heels of the good impression pro­ 
duced by the emperor’s reception of 
the zemstvoists and his 
promise to 
consider their grievances and to give 
the country a national 
assembly as 
rapidly as possible. 
Dispatches from Poland continue to 
bo meagre 
and unsatisfactory. 
Ap­ 
parently up to tho present there has 
boon no recurrence of disorder on the 
scale of the 
Lodz battle, but 
slight 
cause may precipitate 
collisions be­ 
tween the troops and the people In 
Lodz, Warsaw, Kalish and other Pol­ 
ish towns at any moment, with death 
lists as large 
as that of Friday 
at 
Lodz. 
Fearing its effect upon the industrial 
population, the St. Petersburg news­ 
papers are forbidden even to reproduce 
account of the Lodz disorders ap­ 
pearing 
in the Warsaw 
Official Ga­ 
zette. 
A dispatch from Erivan reports a 
new and alrming feature of the situa­ 
tion in tile Caucasus, in the desire of 
the Persian 
Mohammedans 
to join 
their Moslem brethren across the bor­ 
der, which 
would convert 
a racial 
strife 
into a real 
“holy war” 
and 
kindle a flame which would devastate 
the Southern 
Caucasus 
and 
be ex 
tinguished only by streams of blood.

Germany’s Reply to French Note on 
Morocco Soon to Be Presented. 
Paris, June 27.—A 
strong impres­ 
sion prevails that, Germany’s reply to 
the French note regarding Morocco 
reached Paris late Monday night and 
that it will soon be presented in the 
course of an interview' between Prince 
ltadolin, the German ambassador, find 
Premier Bouvier. 
The officials neither confirmed nor 
denied tile report that the reply had 
been received. 
Among the diplomats 
gathered at a reception given at the 
British embassy, however, the opin­ 
ion prevailed that the reply was in the 
hands of the French officials and the 
view was taken that the situation had 
undergone appreciable improvement. 
Although it was considered that the 
German response would not solve all 
difficulties, yet it was thought that the 
ground would be cleared for the reach­ 
ing of a definite understanding. 


Berlin, June 27.—The second inter­ 
view of M. Bihourd, 
French ambas­ 
sador. with Chancellor 
von Buelow, 
was devoted to a detailed discussion 
of the French note, but the foreign of­ 
fice abstains from giving any informa­ 
tion regarding the 
results reached, 
rt is semiofficially 
stated that 
the 
German answer 
has not <M 
been 
drawn up, hence the government and 
press resent the assertion in the Lon­ 
don newspapers that, the German gov- 
■eromeni refuses to take* Into consldeni- 
tion every point, raised 
by Premier 
Rouvier, and throughout the German 
press a growing impatience is mani­ 
fested at what is regarded as a Brit­ 
ish attempt to embroil Germany and 
France. 
It is noted with satisfaction 
that some of the 
French statesmen 
begin to interpret Great Britain’s in­ 
terest in the Franco-German difficulty 
in the same way. 
The newspapers quote approvingly 
the words of General 
Delafelet, the 
former war minister of France, that 
G nat Britain 
alone wants 
war be­ 
tween France and 
Germany, for it 
would be to her own advantage and at 
France’s expense. 
Similar views are 
expressed 
in the German 
press, the 
writers arguing 
that Great Britain 
having gotten rid of Russia for a gen­ 
eration, through the war in the far 
Fast, is deliberately working to fan 
the flames 
of the old hate 
between 
France and Germany and cause an­ 
other war, which 
must weaken her 
only formidable rivals in West Euro­ 
pean polities. 
Hence the press dis­ 
cussions 
of the Moroccan
